It is sometimes said that there is 
no sentiment in business but it is 
time that, in these days particular- 
ly, sentiment plays a very large 
part in business.

Uncle Sam’s fighting forces he de- 
sired that the ,money should go to 
some patriotie purpose, and wrote 
the C. P. R, asking them to turn 
it over to the Canadian Red Cross, 
He might of course, have had it 
paid direct to him, or to some 
American patriotic society, but he 
elected that it should go to the 
Canadian Red Cross, which a few 
days ago received a cheque forthe 
amount.
